The  Howard  C.  Smith  Cup,  symbolic 
of  athletic  team  supremacy  and  awarded 
annually  in  the  Massachusetts  State 
College  Athletic  Conference  (MASCAC  ) 
since  the  league's  inception  in  1971, 
returns  to  its  most  familiar  setting  -  Salem 
State  College. 

The  SSC  intercollegiate  athletic  pro- 


gram has  been  the  most  dominant  mem- 
ber of  the  MASCAC,  capturing  the  presti- 
gious Smith  Cup  an  astounding  18  times 
outright  and  sharing  it  once  in  the 
league's  27-year  history. 

The  award  is  named  in  honor  of 
Howard  C  .  Smith,  a  former  trustee  in 
Massachusetts  State  College  system,  who 
was  instrumental  in  the  formation  of  the 
MASCAC.
